On reccipt of information on 22nd March 1954 that the 
gang of Rupa and Sarupa Goojars, notorious dacoits, who 
had committed a number of robberies and murders was in an 
Arhar field ncar village Cangadaspur , Post Office Deoband , 
Sub -Inspector Bhullan Singh , then Station Officer of Police 
Station Roorkee , immediately arranged a raid to arrest the 
dacoito . 

The dacoits were heavily armed and there was no cover 
worth the name near the field in which the gang was hiding. 
The raiding party had to operate in very difficult arcumst 
ances . When the Police party advancing from three flanks 
crawled up quite close to the field the dacoits opened fire . 
The Police party promptly returneil the firc and a regular 
encounter cngued , 

Shri Bhullan Singh , who way in charge of the right flank , 
sighled one of the dacoits on the right side of the field. He 
rushed towardly the dacoit and fired at him from his revolver 
but in the coursc of this gallant ction he was shot at by 
the dacoits and bally wounded . He later silccurnbeul to his 
injuries in hospital.
